MONEY 10 BE RETURNED 
IF CONGRESS DEMANDS 


But, Barring Action by House and 
Senate, Church Will Keep Cash. 
Decision Is Reached After 
a Very Sensational 
Debate. 


Dallas, Tex.,, May 20.—(Special.)—Today 
has been the most sensational and in- 
teresting session of the conference since 
its opening. By special action the war 
claim matter was made the special order 
of the day, and the debaite has been long 
and heated, It required an extra ses- 
sion to dispose of the question. The 
strongest men of the conference have been 
to the fore, and Dallas has been treated 
to a display of forensic orattory. As pre- 
dicted, the conservatives have won a de- 
cisive victory. The conference has decid- 
ed on the following action by fifty ma- 
jority: 

1. To condemn and repudiate the 
action of its agents. 

2. To hold the money until the 
senate of the United States should, 
by affirmative action, declare the 
passage of the bilk ordering its pay- 
ment was due to the misleading state- 
ment of its agents. 

3. To ratify the action of its bish- 
ops in conditionally returning the 
money and pledging itself to redeem 
the promise, should congress so re- 
quire. 

Georgians in Debate. 

, The mmortty fought every inch of 
ground before their defeat. Eloquent ar- 
guments were made by the leading men 
of tthe conference, Including Drs. Hoss, 
Coke Smith, Hon. George VM. Napier and 
Hon. H. E. W. Palmer. Captain Napler 
made much character for Himself in Tead- 
ing a substitute for both reports, which 
at one time seemed likely to. carry, 

The feeling tonight is one of general 
satisfaction that the vexed question {fs 
settled, ‘and the general sentiment its that 
the wisest solution of the‘ problem has 
been reached. A few predicted a disas- 
trous effectt woon the church at large 
from the action of the conference, but 
these are regarded as prophets of evil. 

Rey, Ellison R. Cook, of Georgia, came 
in tonight and was given a seat on the 
floor of the conference. The Odd Fel- 
lows of the city tendered a banquet hhst 
nieht to Hon. R. T. Daniel, of Griffin, 
Ga., at which there were over 50 pres- 
ent. He is said to have made a most el- 
oquent and taking address. Rev. 8, B. 
Ledbetter and R. T. Daniel leave tonight 
for Georgia. 

The attendance tcday was the iargest 
Since the cqnference convewrd. There 
was plenty of life to the debate, but it 
lacked the acrimony which had been ex- 
pected, 

Efforts for Harmony. 

Nothing of wide importance occurred fn 
the proceedings until the war claim dis- 
cussion began at 10 o’clock. The efforts 
ef those who have been whrking for 
harmony were made apparent at once, 
and the strength of the compromise be- 
tween the minority and majority reports, 
presented by Dr. McMurray, developed 
from the beginning, 

The conference was opened by Dr. God- 
bey, of Little Rock, with devotional ex- 
ercises. 

After the reading and approval of the 
minutes, Bishop Granbery read a brief 
note asking to be put on the retired list, 
The paper was referred to the committee 
on episcopacy. 

Bishop Hargrove took the chair, and 
copies of the minority report on the war 
claim, which had been printed during the 
night in pamphlet form, we» distributed. 

The committee on @piscopacy fixed the 
salary of active bishops at $3,600 per an- 
num; retired Wishops $2,000 and widows 
of bishops $1,008. 

The committe@& on publishing Interests 
reported in favor of a Methodist museum 
for the preservation of rare relics con- 
nected with the church. The report was 
referred to the book committee 

Much other business along routine HMnes 
were passed on and. sent to the calendar. 
The conference voted to omit the read- 
ing of further reports in order to get to 
the war claim matter, the special work 
of the day. 

First Action on War Claim. 

The first action on the war claim be- 
gan when Dr. James Cannon, Jr., of the 
Virginia conference, presented the resolu- 
tions which conetituted the gist of the 
minority report to the conference, and 
moved their adoption. A motion to con- 
sider them seriatim prevailed, and sec- 


tion 1 was read. It condemned Major}, 


Stahiman and .the book agents. The 
first test came on a motion to table the 
resolution. It was a close contest, and 
the yeas and nays were ordered: but 
the tabling wasaccomplighed. The other 
resolutions, preamble and all, were dis- 
posed of in the same way. 

It became evident that the thirty-three 
delegates who had presented the Mc- 
Murray compromise held the balance of 
power. After the discussion of the com- 
promise began, its strength developed, 
and the first section was adopted. The 
minority, defeated on their own battle 
line, then fell in behind the standard 

of Dr. McMurray. 

The compromise measure draws a wide 
distinction between both the majority and 
minority reports. It wants the church 
to keep the money voted it by congress 
but it wants the entire claim to be kept 
intact as a superannuate fund.

Charter Revision Committee 
Shelved Question Yesterday, 


|Seven Voted for and Twenty-Four 
Against Extension Scheme, but 
Outlying Territory Will 
Probably Be Taken Be- 
fore Next Census.

By a vote of 2% to 7 the charter revision 
committee yesterday practically killed the 
question of extending the city limits, and 
it is believed that the committee will not 
refer to the subject again. After much 
debate, and a strong speech against ex- 
tensiog by Colonel W. 8. Thomson, Alder- 
man Longino moved that the matter of 
extending the city limits be indefinitely 
postponed. The resolution was carried, 
and it practically shelves the question, as 
it is not likely that it will be resurrected 
during the Hfe of the present commit- 
tee. 

As the charter revision committee ifs 
required to have its recommendations 
published and submitted by July 1, it is 
more than likely that the question of 
annexation will be dropped for the pres- 
ent, although !t is understood that while 
a majority of the members of the com- 
mittee are opposed to having the adjacent 
districts annexed at this time, the annex- 
ation will probably be effected before the 
next census, in 1910. 

It was stated by several members of the 
committee that while {t would probably 
be desirous ‘to annex certain portions of 
the property in question, it would not be 
at all practical to take fn any of the con- 
tiguous parts separately, but if one were 
taken in all would have to be annexed to 
the city. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Judge George Hillyer, chairman of the 
committee, at 3 o’clock. Several members 
attempted to have some of the matters 
before the committee postponed as some 
of those who were very much interested 
were not present, but it was finally de- 
cided to go on with the business.

Drumatic as wag the remarkable dem- 
onstration when the flag of the United 
States was lowered and the flag of the 
new republic ‘hoisted tn its place at 
noon today on the place from whence 
Spain had ruled the fsland for centuries, 
it was hardly more stirring than the 
rnaagnificent friendly demonstration which 
attended the departure of the cruiser 
Brooklyn as she sailed.out of Havana, 
just a few minutes before 4 o’clock this 
afterjoon: General Wood stood on the 
bridge of the cruiser and acknowledged 
the ovation he received by bowing and 
touching his cap. 

PERSONS MAD WITH JOY 
OVER NEW-BORN LIBERTY 

The enthusiasm in the city was bound- 
less. Many persons were literally mad 
with joy over thelr new born liberty. 
The streets were full or surging, cheer- 
ing men and women. 

Motley processions paraded the plazas. 
Giant firecrackers were exploded on the 
sidewalks and even in the cafes. It was 
like a combination of an old-fashioned 
American *Fourth of July and national 
convention. 

One hundred thousand visitors were 
said to be in the city and the police were 
utterly unable to cope with the joy-in- 
toxicated. people. 

But President Palma and his cabinet 
did not give way to rejoicing. As soon 
as the néw government was installed, 
congress met and proclaimed the consti- 
tution and appendix. President Palma 
reviewed 14,000 school children before the 
palace and at 4 o’clock he went to the 
cathedral, where a te deum was sung 
for the new republic. 


IN A QUEENLY FASHION 
HAVANA HAILS NATAL DAY 
The natal day of the republic of Cuba 
found Havana arrayed like a queen to 
await the coming of her lord. She seemed 
reinvested for the occasion with the

The decorations were universal. ‘In 
some cases men had worked al? night 
by the light of torches to cofmplete elab- 
orate designs. There was not 4 resi- 
dence, pretentious or humble, that did 
not bear upon its quaint facade somé 
emblem in honor of the évent.

Senor Palma attached his signature to 
the document of transfer of the republic, 
after an exchange of congratulations, and 
the veteran, Gomez, ascended to the roof 
of the palace. He was instantly recog- 
nized and met with’a great demonstration 
of welcome. General Wood himself un- 
did the halyard from the flagstaff and 
lowered the Ameriean colors. As they 
fluttered down, the cavalry below saluted 
their flag and, like an echo of the cheers 
that arose, came the distant boom of one 
of the great guns of Cabanas fortress 
across the bay. H was followed by an- 
other and another until forty-five shotg 
had been fired, one for each state in tte 
union. As the first gun spoke the flags

Clara and Punta fortregses were lowered. 
The jurisdiction of the United States had 
ended. 

In the meantime a Cuban flag had 
been bent on the halyards of the palace 
flagstaff and by his own hand Genera! 
Wood raised it, as an act of the United 
States, General Gomez assisting him. 

As the flag flew free the streets be- 
low fairly waved witb the cheer that 
arose. It was caught up by the people on 
the roofs and rolled over the city. Again 
the cavalry saluted, and again the guns 
of Cabanas spoke, this time with a na- 
tional salute of twenty-one guns. The 
bands stationed on the plaza, at Cabanas 
and at Malecon, crashed out with pridé 
of country, and the revenue cutters and 
battle ships in the harbor thundered the 
strength of the war. The foreign war 
ships hoisted the flag of Cuba to their 
mastheads and bestowed upon it the 
honors due to nations. The ensigns of 
“Great Britain anc Italy had recognized 
the republic. 

The demonstration was still in progress 
when the cavalry wheeled and marched 
to the wharf, where they immediately 
embarked on the Moro Castle.

SPREAD GOSPEL, 
SAYS ROOSEVELT 


President Addresses North- 
ern Presbyterins on a 
Home: Missions. 


FLASHLIGHT PHOTOGRAPHER 
INTERRUPTED PRESIDENT 


But as Smoke Blew Away Roosevelt 
Laughed and Joked About the 
Creed—High Tribute Paid 
to Religious Pioneers 
of America. 


New York, May 2.—Carnegie hall was 
crowded to the doors this evening with 
an audience eager to hear the address of 
President Roosevelt in the interest of 
Presbyterian home missions, the oc- 
casion marking the close of the centen- 
nial celebration. Many of the audience 
remembered that Presidents Cleveland 
and Harrison had made addresses from 
the same platform on the same subject. 

When President Roosevelt took his seat 
on the platform he received a great ova- 
tion. When the applause died away Mr. 
Roosevelt took his seat between the 
Rev. Dr. Van Dyke and the Rev. D. 
Stuart Dodge, D.D.,, who was presiding. 

A choir sang the hymn, ‘Ye Servants 
of God, Your Master Proclaim,” and 
the president sang with them. 

In introducing President Roosevelt Dr. 
Dodge said that no man knew better 
than the president the importance to the 
nation of the good work of the home mis- 
sions. 

When President Roosevelt stepped to 
the front of the platform end began, 
“Mr. Chairman,” he was interrupted by 
the flash light of a photographer. As the 
smoke blew across the stage he laughed 
and said: “There goes the mystery 
now,” referring to the mystery of the 
creed. 

The president said in part; 

“The century that has just closed hag 
seen the conquest of this continent by our 
people. To conquer a continent is rough 
work. All really great work is rough in 
the doing, though it may seem smooth 
enough to those who look back upon it, 
or who gaze upon it from afar. The 
roughness is an unavoidable part of. the 
doing of the deed. We need display but 
scant patience with those who, sitting at 
ease in their own homes, delight to ex- 
ércise a querulous and censcrious spirit 
of judgment upon their brethren why», 
whatever their shortcomings, are doing 
strong men’s work as they bring the 
light of civilization into the world’s dark 
places. 

“The criticism of those who live softly 
remote.from the strife is of Nttle value: 
but it would be difficult to over-estimate 
the value of the missionary work of those 
who go ‘out to share the hardship and 
while sharing it, to wage war against 
the myriad forms of brutality. It is such 
missionary work -which prevents the 
prisoners from sinking perilously near 
the level of the savagery against which 
they contend. Without it the conquest 
of this continent would have had littie 
but an animal side. Without it the 
pioneer’s flerce and rude virtues and som- 
bre faults would have left unlit by the 
flame of.pure and loving inspiration. 
Without it the lifé of this country would 
have been a life of inconceivably. hard 
and barren materialism. Because of it, 
deep beneath and through the national 
character there runs that power of firm 
adherence to a lofty ideal upon which the 
safety of the nation wifl ultimately de- 
pend.” , 

Speaking of Cuba the president said: 

“Coming up here tonight I made up 
my mind to speak to you of the manifes- 
tations of the spirit of national righteous- 
ness, of something that has taken place 
this day, and of someching that has hap- 
pened within ten days; of the action of 
this nation, which culminated in the crea- 
tion today and in starting a new repub- 
lic on its course. That thas represented 
four years of work—blunderings and short- 
comings in the work, of course; and there 
were men of little faith who only saw 
the shortcomings and the blunders—but 
it represents work triumphantly done, We 
have the right to feel proud that we haye 
pe on every pledge to the letter and estab- 
lished a new national precedent. I don't 
remember another such case—and I have 
looked for°one with care—a case where, 
as the result of such a war, the victorious 
nation hhas contented itself by starting a 
new nation, free, on the difficult paith of 
self-government.’’ 

“I sometimes hear the army attacked, 
and I have even heard missionaries at- 
tacked. Still, when great work is to be 
done in peace or war it is good to have 
the army ito depend on. Our representa- 
tives worked to build up the school sys- 
tem, to establish sanitary measures; to 
preserve order and to prepare for the 
starting of industries that the new gov- 
ernment might begin with the chances in 
its favor. Now as a nation we bid it 
godspeed and we intend to see it has all 
the aid we can give ft. I trust and be- 
lieve our people in the national legia- 
lature will see to it shortly that they 
have the advanta of entering into pe- 
cullarly close rélaitions with our economic 
system.” 

After referrtnge to the Martinique dis- 
aster President Roosevelt said: 

‘Congress at once appropriated large 
sums of money. ey: were augmente’ 
by private gifts. And gentlemen, I found 
as usual the army ‘and navy. the instru- 
ments through which the work to be done 
could be done. The minute I wanted men 
who could drop the work they were en- 
raged upon assured that neither pesti- 
ence nor volcano would make them 
swerve from their duty, men of incor- 
ruptible integrity, I turned to the army 
and navy and we sent them to the strick- 
en island. I am sure you ail feel proud 
that ships bearing the American flag 
should be among the first, I think the 
very first, to take relief to those over- 
taken by so appalling a disaster.” 

The president addressed an overflow 
meeting at the Central Presbyterian 
church, and at midnighit took the train 
to Washington.

Washington, May 20.—(Special.)--Sena- 
tor Bacon was the star speaker in the 
Philippine debate in’ the senate today, 
devoting himself for nearly four hours 
to discussing the different problems pre- 
sented in the question of policy toward 
and legislation for the Philippine islands. 
The Georgia senator was listened to by 
a large majority of the senate and the 
galleries were well filled throughout, 
which is an unusual thing in a debate 
which has lasted as long as this one. 
He did not complete his speech, as & 
good deal of his time was occupied m 
running debate with Senators Lodge, 
Foraker, Spooner, Beveridge, and other 
republicans, but will continue tomorrow. 

In clear and forceful language he point- 
ed out that the time bad come for the 
determination of the policy of this gov- 
ernment toward these islands; that if 
they were to be given their independence 
at some time in the future there should 
be ‘legislation for the establishment of a 
government to prepare them for such Iin- 
dependence, while if they were to be re- 
tained simply as.colonies there should 
be legislation to make effective a colo- 
nial system. They must, he argued, oc- 
cupy ane of these two relations, since 
to: make: them part ofthe. American 
union, with privileges of statehood, would 
not be advocated by anybody. 

Misdeeds of the Army. 

‘He criticised some features of the pend- 
ing bill and then paid his attention at 
some length to the cry raised in adminis- 
tration circles that those who criticise 
the misdeeds of some of the officers of 
the army are criticising the entire army. 
With characteristic force he drove home 
to the republicans the fact that so long 
as atrocities had been committed the 
men who’ were injuring the American 
army were those who were trying to 
hide the facts and to shield the guilty 
parties. The United States must neces- 
sarily be tried before the great conscience 
of.the world’s civilization and the prop- 
er reply, when faced with these charges, 
must be made through the punishment of 
the guilty, which will absolve the inno- 
cent and the army at large from respon- 
sibility for crimes against civilization. 

He charged that for political purposes 
senators on the other side were crying 
out against those who would have the 
guilty punished, instead of - the men 
whose acts had reflected upon the unil- 
form they wear and the country they 
represent. Senator Bacon took occasion 
to pay high tribute to: General Chaffee 


‘and to say he could not /believe that 


the general had known anything of the 
tortures and methods of which some of 
the lesser officers had been guilty. 
With .regard to reconcentration, that. 
he said, was another thing, and the 


‘orders of officers in high command show- 


ed that {jt was part of the policy which 
must have had the indorsement of high- 
er authorities, 


As Bad as Weylerism. 

He read a description of a reconcen- 
trado camp, written by the officer in 
command, which seemed to show that 
the result to those outside of the camp, 
if not to those inside, must have been 
as bad as the results of Weylerism. He 
quoted from Governor Taft's testimony 
to the effect that in Batangas province 
the property of persons which had been 
spared by the insurgents had been burned 
by the Americans, because the fact of 
its having been spared was taken as ar- 
gument of friendlinesg of the insurgents 

Mr. Bacon said that there was, in part, 
civil government now established in the 
Philippines under the war power which 
was as full in all its powers as was con- 
ferred by the pending bill. Under the 
proposed measure greater power in the 
exploitation of the islandg could be ex- 
ercised. 


Why is it, he inquired, that there should 
be such urgency in passing the pending 
bill, when it afforded practically no ad- 
vantages over the present law except 
that corporations would have special ad- 
vantages in exploitation of the resources 
of the islands. 


Cruelties in Philippines. 

Mr. Bacon declared that not a day 
passed that the troops of England were 
not required to shed blood in order to 
maintain England’s supremacy. He al- 
luded to the cruelties, ‘‘atrocities’’ and 
basbarities’’ perpetrated in the Philip- 
pines. merely, he said, to point out that 
they were the result of the Philippine 
policy of the government. 

Who is the defender of the army? he in-. 
quired. The man who denounces the out- 
rages committed in the Philippines and 
declares they are unworthy of the army, 
or the man who defends the-outrages and 
makes no distinctions? Senators who de- 
nounce these outrages and the perpetra- 
tion of them were, he thought, the real 
friendg of the army. 

He declared the responsibility for the 
situation, including the outrages com- 
mitted, the burning of the towns and the 
reconcentration of Filipinos, must rest 
upon those who have authorized the pol- 
icy of the government. 

Mr. Bacon read a letter from an army 
officer, for whom he vouched, and whom 
he knew personally, describing in vivid 
language a freconcentrado camp. The 
letter said the camp was located in a 
sOggy place, where rain fel] continually 
and outside of which every living thing 
was shot. In that camp there were thirty 
cases of smallpox and five cases were 
added each day. Clouds of vampire bats 
circled softly over the place, awaiting the 
dead coming to them every day. The 
camp was “like some suburb of hell.’’ 

While a colloquy was im progress con- 
cerning the word “réconcéntfation,”’ Mr. 
Spooner indicated that it did not mean in 
the Philippines what it meant under 
Spanish rule fn Cuba.

Cincinnati, May 20.—A terrific wind and | 
rain storm, accompanied by a water- 
Spout, swept over this locality today, 
causing the loss of six lives and injur- 
ing many others. The fury of the storm 
continued only thirty minutes, but the 
damage wrought in that time will amount 
to more than a million dollars in the 
business sectfon of Cincinnati, and as 
much more in other parts of the city, and 
its suburbs.

Prior to the unprecedented falling of 
fain dense clouds were seen to the south 
and the city became as dark as night. 
It was afterwards learned that there 
had been a terrific waterspout on the 
Lewisburg hills, in the southern suburbs 
of Covington, Ky., and it moved over the 
Kentucky suburbs into this city, passing 
up the Miami valley with damages re- 
ported as far as Dayton, Ohio. 

While storm damages are_ reported 
throughout Kentucky, the worst point 
seems to have been in the suburbs of 
Covington, Ky., where there was a water- 
spout. The water rolled down the hills 
In a wave 20 feet deep at places,and about 
100 yards wide. The frame hose of Ed. 
ward Wohrley was carried away for a 
distance of over four blocks and finally 
dashed to pieces in the Covington ball 
grounds.

Four’ Killed and Twenty-One Injured 
on Choctaw Route. 


THROUGH A HIGH TRESTLE 


Train Plunged While Going at Rapid 
Speed—Seven of Injured -

Ardmore, Ind. T., May 20.—A construc- 
tion train on the Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf railway plunged through a high tres- 
tle 12 miles east of Ardmore today. Four 
men were killed and twenty-one injured, 
seven of the latter fatally. Among those 
believed ‘to be fatally hurt is A. M. Oli- 
phant, a prominent attorney of Tisho- 
mingo, who was riding home on the work 
train.

Motion To Postpone. 

A motion to reconsider the question of 
extension was then carried, ahd Alderman 
Longino then arose and put his motion to 
have the matter postponed indefinitely, 
which was carried.

RED HOT ROCKS 
CAUSED PANIC 


Ebullition’ by Mont Pelee 
Frightens the People of 
‘ Fort de France. 


BODY OF CONSUL PRENTISS 
RESCUED AT RISK OF LIFE 


Rescuers Came Near Being Over- 
whelmed by Lava from the Vol- 
cano—Flood Sweeps Away 
Houses in Northern Por- 
tion of Island. 


Port de France, May 20.—This morning 
at 5:30 a thick, heavy cloud, lit up by 
flashes of lightning and the rising sun, 
rose from Mont Pelee. The people of 
Fort de France at once became panic 
stricken and in scant attire rushed ex- 
citedly through the streets of the town. 
Stones from the volcano as big as nazel 
nuts fell in the street. Many of the in- 
habitants hurriedly embarked on the ves- 
sels in the harbor, and it was with much 
difficulty that they were eventually reas- 
sured. At 1 o’clock, however, the excite- 
ment was over and the people became 
calm. 

The phenomenon of this morning was 
similar to the eruption of May-8, but not 
so severe. 

It was learned lafer-that a whirl- 


wind of fire descended on the village 
of LeCarbet. and fear is entertained 
for the lives, for the troops are sup- 
posed to be in that vidlage. 


A severe inundation at Basse Pointe, On 
the northeast coast of this island, at 2 
o'clock this morning; swept away twenty 
houses and fifty other bulldings were 
damaged by the flowing mud, which was 
swept over the Vallee de la Riviere. 
There was no further loss of life, Basse 
Pointe having been abandoned several 
days. 

The expedition sent to recover the bodies 
of the American and British consuls ‘at 
St. Pierre today nearly resulted in a fear- 
ful horror. The vessels taking part in 
the expedition were the United Statez 
steamer Potomac and the British cruiser 
Indefatigable. 

The Potomac, under command of Liev- 
tent B. J. McCormick, landed working 
parties. One party went to the site of 
the American consulate, and the other, 
headed by Lieutenant MeCormick, went 
to the north end of the town, to. the spot 
were the British consulate stood, from 
where the lieutenant could: see Mont Pelee, 
and noticed that a huge column of smoke 
and gas was pouring out of the crater in 
a manner similar to the eruption of May 
8 last. He thereupon rushed to the site 
of the American consulate and ordered al! 
hands to the boats. The American sallors 
picked up a heavy metallic coffin, in a 
wood case, containing the remains of the 
United States consul, Thomas T. Prentis, 
and carried it to a boat. 
party was in imminent danger. 

In the meanwhile the Idefattgable had 
arrived off St. Pierre, but left the shore, 
heading for the sea, blowing her siren. 
At that time a huge stream of molten 
matter was pouring into the sea, raising 
columns of steam, and the whole séa 
was hideous, having turned a_ yellow 
green color, while what was apparently 
smoke was rushing from the mountain, 
The detonations were continuous and were 
accompanied by a fearful storm of light- 
ning, thunder and rain. The flashes were 
of a terrific violence, and during the storm 
new craters opened in.Mont Pelee. 


YELLED AND FELL IN A FIT. 


Young Man Causes Sensation on the 
President’s Train. 


Baltimore, May %.—Soon after the 
train having on board President Rovose- 
velt en route to New York left Washing- 
ton a sensation was created in the car 
ahead of the president’s coach by a well- 
dressed young man, about 30 years of 
age, who suddenly leaped from his feet, 
gave a yell and then fell in a fit. His 
actions startled the occupants of the 
car, among whom was Senator Pritch- 
ard. Several secret service men were 
at once on hand, but they soon became 
satisfied that the man was harmless.

They Are Occupying Special Quarters 
in Quebec’s Tower. 


PREFER JAIL TO A a 


They Feel Safe from the Officials of 
United States When Behind 
the Bars. 


Quebec, May 2%.—Colonel Gaynor and 
Captain Greene are prisoners in Quebec 
They were committed to this prison 
this afternoon, where Sheriff Langlier 
had prepared special quarters for them. 
Mr. Taschereau, counsel for Messrs. 
Gaynor and Greene, notified the court 
today that in a few days he will move 
for a writ of certiorari for the trans 
mission of the record of the arrest of 
his clients from Montreal to Quebec. 

The next step to be taken by the attor- 
neys representing the United States has 
not been disclosed, but it is said they are 
not disconcerted by the present situation. 
They are confident that ultimately ex- 


tradition proceedings will be successful | 


and that Greene and Gaynor will be 
forced to return to Savannah and stand 
trial on the charge of defrauding the 
United States goverrment in connection 
with harbor contracts. 

The prisoners were at first -returned 
to the Chateau Frontenac. Later, after 
a consultation between the sheriff, police 
magistrate and attorneys for the pris- 
oners, it was decided that the prisoners 
would have to go to jail, and at 65 o'clock 
Colonel Gaynor and Captain Greene, ac- 
companied by a guard of detectives, were 
removed to their quarters in the prison. 
This move was de®med necessary to pro- 
tect the prisoners against any further 
attempt to get them away from Quebec. 

It is the intention of Mr. Taschereau 
to move that the proceedings before 
Magistrate La Fontaine, of Montreal, 
be quashed, and that the evidence in the 
extradition proceedings be heard here.

amounting to slander and which he con- 
Ridered a cowardly attack. 

In this statement Captain English de- 
fled Councilman Key, or any one else, 
to bring ‘up anything against his official 
character. He asserts that he is proud 
of his record as a public servant in At- 
lanta and challenges the councilman 
from the sixth to attack it. 

Captain English’s statement is as fol- 
lows:

“If Councilman Key had specified at 
first what members of the bourd he 
meant, there would have been no contro- 
versy between us, since he withdraws 
his charge a8 to me it leaves the matter 
with the other members of the board to 
speak for themselves. If he believes his 
charges are true as to some of the other 
members, why does he not discharge his 
duty by preferring accusations against 
them and have them to appear for an 
investigation before his body? I desire 
to refer to two other matters brought 
up by him. 

Police Officer Tom Grant. 

“Councilman Key states that the late 
Officer Tom Grant sfated he was to be 
dismissed from the police force for polit- 
ical reasons. The brave officer is dead 
and cannot epeak, but there are living 
Witnesses who did speak wWhen Officer 
Tom Grant was on trial and who can 
speak now. He was reported to the po- 
lice board by members of the grand jury 
for being present in a public gambling 
room, either participating or failing to 
arrest the violators of the law: he was 
cited to appear before the board on that 
charge and a trial wag had and he was 
found not guilty Dy a unanfmous vote 
of the board. 

The Venable Card. 


“Councilman Key is reported to have 
read a portion of W. H. Venable’s card 
resigning from the’ board. This card as 
printed does not state that I agreed to re- 
sign, and it is untrue, as Councilman 
Key seems to insinuate, that I ever en- 
tered into a bargain with Mr. ‘Venable, 
or any one else, to resign from the board. 
On one occasion I proposed to the board 
that we all resign, which was not ac- 
cepted. Some time after this Mr. Vena- 
ble did resign, very much against my 
wish. It is untrue that I attempted to 
prevent the publication of that card, or 
any other card, in which my name was 
mentiqned. 

Wide-Open Town. 

“Then Councilman Key says if 
common report be true that I am fond 
of making something for myself out 
of ‘wide-open town.’ There is no 
such common report, and I defy Coun- 
cilman Key or anyone else to bring 
up ‘anything against my official 
character.

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PACKERS’ TRUST. 
ORDERED TO HALT 


Injunction Against the Beef Com- 
bine Granted at Chicago, 


Judge Grosscup, in Sis Order, Fol- 
lows the Bill Filed by the Gov- 
ernment a Few Days . 
Order of Court Very 
Sweeping. 


Chicago, May 2.—The temporary in- 
junction asked for by the government 
against the members of the so-called 
packers’ combine is now in force. It was 
issued this evening by Peter 8. Grosscup 
after the close of arguments in the 
United States circuit court room. The 
order gives the relief prayed for in the 
bill filed by District Attorney Bethea on 
May 10. It is so wide in itg scope that 
if the packers or their agents continue 
with their present alleged uniform ar- 
rangements they will be taken into court 
on contempt proceedings and the burden 
of proof will be on them to show that 
they have not violated the order in any 
particular. 

little opposition was raised against the 
government's petition. Attorney John 8S. 
Miller, who was the sole representative 
of the packers present, pointed out some 
objectionable clauses in the draft of an 
crder presented by Mr. Bethea. These 
concerned the alleged agreements for 
credit, black-listing and cartage. Judge 
Grosscup thought some of these .minor 
clauses had been made too prominent 
and he himself drew.a form or order that 
pleased both sides. At the same time th;3 
crder was entered numerous affidavits 
and other exhibits were filed for the 
government. 

Court Room Crowded. 

The court room was crowded as it has 
seldcm been before. General Counsel Mil- 
ler sat alone to represent the defendants, 
though there were many office emplofees 
of the packers among the spectators. For 
the government District Attorney Bethea 
was the leader and was aided by Solici- 
tor General J. K. Richards and Special 
Counsel Day. of Washington and As- 
sistant District Attorneys Morrison, 
Pagin and Dévis. 

Unless the defendants decide to make a 
fight at an early date in an effort to have 
the order set aside they will have until 
August 4 to make reply to the complaint. 
Attorney Miller said tonight that he can- 
not tell whether a demurrer. a plea cr 
an answer will be filed, though the first 
named is the most likely to be the form 
of the packers’ defense. 

The injurction granted by Judge Gross- 
cup follows closely the language of the 
gevernment’s bill and prohibits the de- 
fendants from dcing the things com- 
plained of in that Dill. 

The evidence presented by. District At- 
torney Bethea, when the case was opened, 
consisted of a bulky batch of affidavits 
collected from persons formerly connected 
with the packing houses that have been 
made defendants in the svits. 

How the Trust Works. 

The affidavits were twenty in number 
and the attorneys indulged in a short tilt 
over the question of whether tthey should 
be read, but the court decided that no 
reading would be permitted until the is- 
sue had been stated. 

The most important affidavit is that 
of Daniel W. Meredith, of Jersey City, 
N. J. For six years he was manager for 
Armour &’Co., of Milwaukee, and man- 
ager in Philadelphia for three years. 
Prior to working for Armour & Company 
he had been with Swift & Company, 

Since 1898, he declared, six general man- 
agers for the big compantes have been 
accustomed to meet at least once a week 
in New York to reconcile the differences 
between themselves concerning the oper- 
ating of their business and also to con- 
sider the prices which they should place 
for the coming week on the meat prod- 
ucts which should be sold in that ter- 
ritory, and for the purpose of considering 
the quantity of meats which each con- 
cern had on hand and “when the neces- 
sities of the trade would require they 
would agree to curtail their shipments of 
meat from Chicago; their design and pur- 
pose being to limit the quantity of meats 
in sight at New York and adjacent points 
and raise the prices.” 

Reply of the Packers. 

Mr. Day made a brief argument for the 
government, and then Attorney John 8. 
Miller, for the defendant packers, read 
a brief reply, in which he said that the 
packers in question do only 40 per cent 
of the packing business of the country, 
and that this proportion could not control 
the entire business. He asserted that the 
prices of dressed meats were relative- 
ly léss today than they were at other 
times. The desire of the packers was, 
he said. to have a full and impartial 
trial, and if objection were made at this 
time to the filing of the petition and it 
were tried on ex parte affidavits, this 
would not be obtained. He was not pre- 
pared to say whether the defense would 
be by demurrer or by answer. But he 
objected to two terms of the order, viz.: 
One preventing the packers from enter- 
ing into an agreement respecting uniform 
credits, and another referring to agree- 
ments for refusing to sell to delinquent 
dealers or dealers on. the ‘black list.”’ 
These provisions, he maintained, were not 
within the province of the court or con- 
trary’ to the provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust law of 18990.

His ixiea is to make 
the clay into all kinds of pottery and he 
belives that such a department will more 
than pay for itself by the sale of the 
pottery.

The chamber of commerce 
recommended such a Dill. Strong effort 
will be made to have the legislature adopt 
such a measure.

“Every system can only be measured 
by what it can do for the child,” said 
Prefessor Glenn. “Educational meth- 
ode are daily improving and the business 
of this meeting is to find them out and 
apply them. Thank God, the altruistic 
spirit is growing among us, and the 
rich are extending the helping hand to 
the poor." 7’ 

President James 8. Stewart, of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college, dis- 
cussed ‘‘Rural School Libraries.’”’ This 
was followed by a general discussion, 
ending with the suggestion that the sec- 
retary should call the rol] and see how 
many $10 libraries would be subscribed for 
by the counties, each to be offset by a 
like contribution from the Peabody fund, 
referred to by President Stewart, as far 
as it would go, the hope being that 
other philanthropists might be induced to 
add to the sum. 

There were forty-Mne counties repre- 
sented and it was agreed to take 284 $10 
libraries, which would require a fund 
of $2,840, instead of $500. 

The chair then announced the commit- 
tee on resolutions: Commissioners M. 
B. Dennis, J. M. Wall, B. 8S. Fitzpatrick, 
A. B. Hutchens and H. E. Smith. 


Professor Brittain Speaks. 

At the afternoon session Commission- 
er M. L. Brittain, of Fulton, discussed 
“Local Taxation,’’ saying the towns, even 
the villages,- appear to be unanimous 
almost in agreeing that local taxation is 
necessary, but in the rural districts it is 
different. 

After a general discussion a commit- 
tee was appointed to recommend some 
practical plan for furnishing local tax- 
ation in the interest of rural schools 
consisting of Messrs. M. L. Brittain, J. D. 
Gwaltney, Warren, Otis Ashmore and 
Sanderson. 

A¢ the conclusion of the afternoon ses- 
Bion the delegates were complimented 
with a trolleyride over the electric railway 
system. The evening session was devot- 
ed to an address by Chancellor Hill, of 
the state university, on: “Agricultural 
Bducation,”’. Considerable interest was 
aroused on the subject of nature studies. 
Plant life, etc., and there was a general 
discussion after the chancellor’s speech.

(A BIBLE ‘TAKEN IN. BATTLE. 


KEPT IN COLUMBUS FAMILY 
THIRTY-FIVE YEARS. 
Recently Sent to Owner in Milford, 
Maine, Now an 
Aged Man. 


Columbus, Ga., May ”20.—(Special.)— 
Uncle Sam’s mails have Just carried from 
Columbus to a point in Maine an old and 
time-worn Bible. In connection with the 
trip of the haly book from Georgia to the 
New England states there is an interest- 
ing little story. 

The Bible was found on a Virginia bat- 
tle field some thirty-five years ago by 
John W. Morgan, of Alabama, the father 
of Charles A. Morgan, of this city. Mr. 
Morgan was shortly afterwards killed at 
Gettysburg. 

Before the battle of Gettysburg Mr. 
Morgan sent the Bible home. It was kept 
by his widow, Mrs. Morgan, for many 
years. Her death occurred a few months 
ago and her son, Charles A. Morgan, of 
Columbus, coming across the Bible among 
her effects, determined -to make an effort 
to find its owner. 

The Bible is of pocket size. In it is the 
name, “F. H. Butterfield, Milford, Me.,’’ 
and the inscription, ‘‘Presented December 
24, 1861, by the Young Men’s Bible §8o- 
ciefy, of Bangor, Me.’ It was given 
Mr. Butterfield while on duty at Hall's 
Hill, Virginia. When the book was found 
by Mr. Morgan there was in it a photo- 
graph, presumably that of ite owner, 
showing a young man who had the gen- 
eral appearance of a farmer. 

The circumstances under which the 
Bible-was found were published recently 
and since then Mr. Morgan has received 
two letters on the subject. One was from 
Miss Emma Butterfield, ef Milford, Ma.,. 
stating that she had seen the article and 
that the soldier was.her brother. He ig 
still ving, now an old man and in 
feeble health at the family homestead 
near Milford. The other letter was 
from a party in New Hampshire, who 
told Mr. Morgan that F. H. Butterfield 
was stil] living in Maine. Mr. Morgan 
forwarded the Bible ard the photograph 
to Milford.

THE INSURANCE ON COTTON. 


Compress Men Seek To Bring Order 
—~.__-~—«-: Out of Chaos. 

Jackson, Miss., May 20.—(Special.)—At 

its afternoon session the Mississippi Com- 


press Association devised and will at- 
tempt to carry into practical working 
effect a plan to bring an end to the 
chaotic condition of the cotton insurance 
business in this state. 

The plan is similar to that adopted at 
the recent Savannah meeting. Briefly 
explained, the compressags propose to 
Carry insurance on al} cotion in their 
yards and charge each owner thersof 
with his pro rata of insurance, agreeing 
that in case of loss they will not hold 
the company technically liable under the 
laws of Mississippi, but make settlement 
according to the written agreement in 
the policy. 

This plan will be offered to the meeting 
of the Mississippi Fire Underwriters’ As- 
sociation, now in session at Biloxi, with 
the request that the underwriters take 
the matter up with their respective com- 
panies. If the plan fails to go through 
the compress association will then join 
with the bankers’ association and the 
underwriters’ association in an appeal to 
Governor Longino to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to repeal the co- 
insurance law. The association pledged 
itself to levy one-fourth of 1 cent on each 
bale of cotton, the funds derived to he 
used in replacing gin boxes throughout 
the state with the standard size gin box. 

A committee was appointed to go to 
Chicago and confer with the Illinois Cen- 
tra] officials to prevent freight rate con- 
cessions to compresses charging 6 cents 
per hundred for compressing cotton. The 
committee will take a statement from 
each compress showing the actual profits 
made during the past season. The mem- 
bers of the association were advised to 
employ an inspector to look after thelr 
maritime interests at New Orleans and 
not to pay charges for recompressing 
made thirty days after delivery of ship- 
ment. 

All the old officers were reelected for 
the coming year.

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MINE EXPLOSION 
CAUSED BY A BOY 


He Dug Into Deserted Shaft, Poi- 
sonous Gas Escaping 


Hole Was Not Closed Secyrely 
Enough — Miner Taken from 
Wreck Alive but So Badly 
Injured That He Cannot 
Possibly Live. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 20.—(Special.)— 
Mhe terrible catastrophe which resulted 
in the death of more than 220 miners in 
the Fraterville mine, at Coal Creek, was 
caused by a 15-year-old boy, one of the 
miners’ helpers, who dug through from 
the Fraterville mine into an abandoned 


mine of the Knoxville Iron Company. 

The boy warned the miners to put out 
their lights, at the same time extinguish- 
ing his own light, us the gas poured in 
from the abandoned mine. The hole made 
in the wall of the Fraterville mine was 
stopped up and the men were warned of 
the danger from gas. 

This was on the afternoon before the 
explosioh on Monday morning. It has 
developed that the hole was not suffi- 
ciently well stopped up and that the gas 
burst through and caused the terrible 
calamity which depopulated the male 
portion of Fraterville. 


Living Miner Is Tasen Out. 

Up to midnight eighty-twv bodies had 
been taken from Fraterville mine. 

Ernest McDonald was taken out alive 
@t a late hour. He had fallen into a 
spring of water and was completely cov- 
ered by water, except half his face, when 
found. 

He had entered the mine fifteen min- 
utes after the other men and his story of 
the explosion was told while his breath 
came in fitful gusts. It is impossible for 
him to live more than a few hours, for 
he is horribly mangled. Both arms were 
twisted from his shoulders, both eyes 
blown out and both ‘thighs broken. 

McDonald is 60 years old. His is the 
only statement to be had from any one 
in the mine at the time of the explosion. 
He-said: 

“I was near the m@guth and felt the 
earth jerk under my feet. The noise 
was muffied and I knew what it meant, 
as I have been in three mine explosions. 
That is the last I knew. I know all of 
the men are dead.”’ 

The postur@ in which the dead bodies 
@re found indicates that a terrible concus- 
sion occurred simultaneously with the ex- 
plosion. 

Officials of the United Mine Workers of 
America have arrived to make an investi- 
gation. ' 

The coroner’s inquest ,which was con- 
vened today in the opera house, exam- 
ined a number of witnesses, but did not 
compi#te its work. 

Fresh crews of rescuers went to work 
tonight and will toil on unceasingly un- 
less another explosion of tire damp, 
which is feared, occurs.

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MANY AT GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Fifth Day Sees Largest Attendance 
of Presbyterians. 


AS TO INFANT SALVATION 


Committee Wants Church Cleared of | 


Charge That It Holds Some 
May Not Be Saved. 


Jackson, Miss., May 20.—The fifth day of 
the Presbyterian general assembly mark- 
ed the largest attendance of any former 
day. 

After the usual preliminaries, the clerk 
read a communication from L. R: Canns, 
convener of the foreign board of missions 
of Austrailia, accompanied by a memorial 
to President Roosevelt to prevent the 
sale and use of firearms on. certain 
islands. A communication from Transde 
Numbian reformed church of Hungary 
asking ald was received and’ referred. 

The special order being home missions, 
& report on same was read by Dr. Wal- 
den. Recomhmendations were that sub- 
scriptions are to be taken as synods amd 
presbyteries direct, 20 per cent of all col- 
lections to be transmitted to the assem- 
bly and distributed according to needs. 
In January, February, June, August and 
September special offerings are to be 
made. 

Infant salvation was the subject of an 
important report by the overtures com- 
mittee. They reported eleven overtures 
on infant salvation, demanding positive 
statement as to certainty of salvation 
of all infants dying in infancy, and 
ealling for declaration which will clear 
the church of the false charge that it 
hé@lds some infants may be lost. 

The home mission committee reported 
receipts for the year, $35,293: expended, 
$24,538; borrowed money returned, $5,000; 
on hand, $6,000. 

Great work was reported accomplish- 
ed in Indian Territory, Oklahoma and 
with Texas Mexicans. 

The debate on infant salvation and a 
revision of the confession of faith as 
recommended by the ‘overtures commit- 
tee is spirited. and bordering on tbe 
personal. Opposition td revisfHn is led 
by . Dr. Josephus Johnson, ,f Texas, 
and Dr. Alexander, of New Orleans. Dr. 
Cecil Russell, of Virginia: Dr. Walden, 
of Georgia, and Dr. Woods, of Tennes- 
see, favored the revision and adoption 
of the réenort. 

The Afternoon Session. . 

At the afternoon session the discussion 
of infant salvation was resiimed. The fol- 
lowing substitute to section 1 of the re- 
port was offered by Dr. Hemphill and 
adopted: ‘‘In answer to the overture ask- 
ing for a resolution rescinding the action, 
in whole or in part, of the general as- 
sembly at Tittle Rock, concerning chap- 
ter 10. section 3. of the confession, the 
assembly does hereby rescind the fifth 
reason of the last assembly for declining 
to attend the confession which is in the 
following terms: 

‘“'Recause, while we have a well- 
grounded hope founded on scripture that 
all infants dying in infanevy are saved. 
yet confession of faith does, as far as 
scripture, justify positive statement upon 
this point..’”’ 

The second section of the report was 
unanimously adopted as follows: 

“This assembly is fully persuaded that 
the language employed in section 3 of our 
confession of faith toward infants dying 
in infancy does not teach that there are 
any infants dying in infancy who are 
damned, but only meant to show that 
those who are in infancy are saved in a 
different manner from adults who are 
capable of being outwardly called by the 
ministry of the word. Furthermore, we 
are persuaded that the holy scripture, 
when fairly interpreted, amply warrants 
vs in believing all infants who die in in- 
fancy are included in the election of grace 
and are regenerated and saved by Christ 
through the spirit.” 

One of the most interesting overtures 
filed with the committee so far comes 
from the Booneville, Miss., presbytery de- 
manding that the hymn, ‘There Is & 
Fountain Filled with Blood,” shall be 
eliminated from the Presbyterian hymn 
book or else the lines, ‘And sinners 
plunged beneath that flood,’”’ shall be 
changed, for the reason that it represents 
the blood of Christ in such a quantity 
that one can be immersed in it, which is 
an exaggeration of the truth. 


NATIONAL: BANK IN ALBANY. 


New Institution Takes Place of For- 
mer Commercial. 

Albany, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—Al- 
bany’s new national bank will open it¢ 
doors for business at an early date. All 
the stock has been subscribed and the 
necessary amount paid in, and applica- 
tion has been filed by the !ncorporators 


for a charter. 

The new institution will be known as 
the Third national and will have a paid- 
up capital of $60,000, divided into shares 
of $100 each. Most of these will be owned 
by Albany parties, but prominent busi- 
ness men of Blakely, Arlington and other 
small towns within a radius of 50 miles 
are interested. The understanding is that 
Morris Weslosky, a prominent business 
man of Albany, will be president of the 
new institution. The Third national wil) 
rise on the ashes of the defunct Commer- 
cial bank, and will probably acquire the 
latter’s banking house property on Wash- 
ington street. 

Another Albany enterprise soon to come 
into existence will be the Planters’ Of! 
Company, which will erect a large mill 
just across Flint river from the city. It 
is controlled by local parties, and the 
plant will be one of the best equipped 
in the south. The machinery was pur- 
chased several weeks ago, and the com- 
pany will be ready for business by the 
time the cotton seed crop of 1902 becomes 
available.

TRAIL OF DEATH 


Three More Dié at Goliad, 
Texas, Making the Total 
Number 95, 


CEMETERY FOR WHITES 
WRECKED BY THE STORM 


Supplies, as Fast as Received, Are 
Distributed Among White and 
Black Alike—Generous Re- 
sponse Has Been Made 
to the Appeals. 


Goliad, Tex., May 2.—Three of the in- 
jured in Sunday's tornado died today, 
making the total number of -deaths 
ninety-five. W. J. Purl, Mrs. John An- 
gerstein and a negro woman died this 
afternoon, and it is believed several 
more of the victims cannot survive their 
injuries. 

There w@e many funerals cgain to- 
day, and the same short service was 
observed as on the preceding days. fForty- 
five negroes have been buried, but there 
is little effort to obtain their names. The 
undertakers are rushed, and have not 
much time to elaborate details. The 
cemetery where the white people are 
buried was wrecked, and the new-made 
graves are among the overturned tomb- 
stones. 

Committees have been appointed, and 
as fast as supplies are received they are 
taken in charge and distributed where 
they are needed, white and black sharing 
alike, according to their wants. There 
has been a generous response to the ap- 
peals made, but there is much to be done, 
and it will require a large sum to care 
for the injured and homeless. Many per- 
sons are encamped by night in the court 


house yards and during thé day work 
among the ruins.

In response to the appeat of Governor 
Sayers, subscriptions have been raised in 
many of the larger cities, and food and 
other necessities. are now on the way 
to Goliad. The Southern Pacific rail- 
road officials announce that that road 
will transport all suppHes free of charge. 

The militia company from Victoria is 
on duty here, and the soldiers are giving 
assistance where they can. Many bodies 
were buried yesterday, and today a sys- 
tematic relief corps has been organized. 

Reports from various portions of the 
state show that the damage from the 
storm is widéspread. Two churches were 
wrecked at Shiloh and several houses 
were demolished. At Ben Hur three 
houses were destroyed and three persons 
were reported killed there. John Gorman 
was seriously injured at Thorndale, where 
several houses were wrecked. 

Sandoval and Fairfield report severe 
damage from the storm, many buildings 
having been wreaked. Truck gardens suf- 
fered at many points in eastern Texas.

MUST KEEP SIDEWALKS CLEAB. 


Any Encroathment Is Denied by the 
Supreme Court. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 2.—(Special.)— 
The supreme coum today rendered a de- 
cision denying to cities the authority to 
permit any encroachment on the side- 
walks that will operate to the injury of 
abutting property. The city of Montgom- 
ery gave the First national bank authori- 
ty to erect two ornamental pillars on the 
front of its new building projecting 22 
inches over the line. A. P. Tyson, owner 
of an adjoining building, procured an in- 
junction from the city court, and the 
lower court is sustained.

Signing of Mecklenburg Declaration 


of Independence. 


A MONUMENT TO LIEUT. SHIPP 
Unveiled to the Memory of the 


Officer Who Fell at San 
Juan Hill. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 2.—(Spectal.)—To- 
day the anniversary of the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence was observed 
here by the closing of public buildings, 
banks, etc., and a display of flags. At 
Charlotte there was the usual extensive 
celebration, the most notable incident of 
which was the unveiling of a monument 
to the memory of Lieutenant Shipp, 
Tenth, cavalry, who was shot dead in 
the assault on San Jian hill, at Santiago.

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Respect for the Law. 

In another column we print from 
The Albany Herald an appreciatiof#f of 
the manner in which Atlanta acted 
‘during the conflict of Saturday last 
between a lawless gang and the offi- 
‘cers of the public peace. The Herald 
‘correctly estimates the dangers of 
that day and justly praises the cool 
and conservative efficiency of the 
measures adopted tp quiet popular 
passions and promptly restore the 
reign of law. 

The city narrowly escaped one of 
‘those eruptions of popular fury and 
sudden thirsts for blood that so easily 
escape reason and defy restraint. It 
‘would have been in most communities 


‘of the country the occasion for some 


reckless bravo to have hypnotized the 
vast crowd by his flery frenzy and led 
them upon a wild riot of revenge and 
criminal slaughter of innocent and 
‘helpless hundreds of men. 

But the coolness and commanding 
efforts of Chief Ball first fixed the 
‘boundaries of the broil to the chief of- 
fender and his refuge, and concentrat- 
ed attention and effort upon the one 
‘duty .of dislodging and defeating him. 
‘It matters not if technically he was be- 
yond city bounds, the danger was 
‘overlapping of necessity and he is 
commendable for his prompt stand for 
law and order; that were threatened 
at his border. 

Sheriff Nelms acted with the vigor 
from so cour-

@ssumed after serious study and ma 
ture deliberation and will bear brief 
repetition. 

We have said, and we insist still, 
that our present right to the posses- 
sion and our duty to hold the Phil- 
ippine islands is incontestable. Our 
title to them is absolute and cannot be 
divested without our voluntary con- | 
sent or by a force greater than we can 
employ to defend it. Our duty to keep 
the Philippines under American sov- 
ereignty and control is a duty of hu- 
manity, of self-respect and of inter- 
national interest. We committed no 
act of usurpation in obtaining them. 
The ratification of the Paris treaty 
was the act of both parties and the 
country, and the duties imposed ‘upon 
us by that act are of such supreme 
import as to demand an uttermost 
execution of our obligations. 

The unsettled Philippines problem 
is not that of possession, but that of 
admimistration. We have them and 
we must prepare to govern them for 
an indefinite era. Whether we will 
elect to administer their affairs in the 
usual Amo>ricar way anki in strict 
accordance with the: constitutional 
principles applied to territories here- 
tofore, or whether we will turn from 
American models of territorial gov- 
ernment to European examples of im- 
perial colonial administration, makes 
one of the most serious issues ever 
presented to American fidelity and 
honor. ° 

The Constitution stands for an 
American policy in the Philippines— 
a policy of fraternity, civilization and 
American autonomous government as 
rapidly as such can be safely inaugu- 
rated. The Times is simply shooting 
at a mote on its own eyelash when it 
talks about The Cbrnstitution balking 
at “Atkinson’s bogey!” We are as far 
out of line with the Atkinson kickers 
as we are with the Roosevelt-Lodge 
advocates of a colonialism borrowed 


‘from the imperialist exploitations of 


European colonizers of crude. peoples. 

And the question of how the Fili- 
pinos shall be held and governed will 
go to “the people of this country.” 
The final word has not yet been 
spoken by them as to the character 
of the ministration they will ap- 
prove for the Philippine peoples, whom 
we mean to hold, govern, enlighten 
and enlarge into American freemen, 
That policy must accord with the 
American conscience and just patriot- 
ism. If any policy less than that is 


adopted it will be overthrown and the 
other and American policy will be or- 
dered through the election of an ad- 
ministration charged to frame and eés- 
tablish it. 
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Push the Canal Bill. 

From Washington there are con- 
flicting reports respecting the chances 
of the isthmian canal bill at the pres- 
ent session. Some observers say the 
bill will be passed with the amend- 
ment to give the president authority 
to negotiate the most available route, 
while others say the opposition of 
Senator Hanna which now. takes the 
turn of deprecating adding the canal 
appropriation to the present large ag- 
gregate of appropriations for the ses- 
sion, will be effective to postpone the 
measure. 

It will be a distinct failure to re- 
deem a solemn promise to the people, 
made by botu parties in their plat- 
forms, if the canal bill is defeated. 
The country needs the canal and the 
people of the south are vitally inter- 
ested in its possibilities. We need it 
as an outlet to Oriental and south 
Pacific countries, whereby the manu- 
factures of the souch, the coarser 
products of our textile mills and our 
iron industries, can be cheaply taken 
to markets that are eager to buy 
them. 

Senator Morgan is using all his in- 
fluence and diHgence to bring the ca- 
nal into being and should have the 
energetic -upport of every southern 
and democratic senator. Capital and 
labor in great volumes are waiting im- 
patiently for the news that the canal 
will certainly be constructed within a 
reasonable time, and no man in the 
national legislature is a reliable 
friend of either who captiously sets 
himself across the way of the Dill. 
There is plenty of time ahead of us 
for scrapping over jaybird issues, but 
this one is of such paramount im- 
portance as to demand prompt and 
patriotic action by every friend of 
American industries and commerce.

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Departure of a Hero. 

The death yesterday in California of 
Bishop Wiiuiam Taylor, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, closes the 
earthly career of one of the greatest 
heroes who has lived among men 
since the days of St. Paul. He was 
born in Virginia in 1821, of one of the 
early English families that redeemed 
that country from:the Indians. He 
was not liberally educated in his 
youth, but was religiously trained in 
a family that became Methodists un- 
der the influence of Bishop Asbury, 
the Wesleyan pioneer of that region. 

Early in life William Taylor was 
converted and resolved to obey an 
inward call to preach the gospel of 
Christ. He consulted little with flesh 
and blood, but devoured the written 
word and commyned with the spirit 
of his Master devoutly. He preached 
as an itinerant among the poor and 
lowly, the hardy people of the moun- 
tains, the patient workers on the 
plantations and the toilers of the 
shore. In New York and afterwards, 
notably in San Francisco, he made 
fame as a powerful street preacher 
and called untold thousands of way- 
farers to hearty repentance and a life- 
long faith. 

His zealous missionary spirit 
ried him abroad and in all Eng 
speaking lands he lifted up‘ the cross 
and preached a plain, faithful and 
powerful gospel of salvation. Then 
to the heathen, to India, China, Japan 
and the islands of the uttermost seas 


— 
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ter of a century, he gave his labors 
to the dwellers in Africa. On the 
Congo he established a long line of 
| self-supporting missions and became 
the first missionary bishop of his 
church in charge of the growing Afri- 
can work. 

In all these labors William Taylor 
paralleled the faith, zeal, perils and 
victories of Paul, the great apostle to 
the Gentiles. He was a man of stal- 
wart frame and indomitable spirit. 
He fiinched at no hardship or danger 
and delighted to plant the standards of 
the kingdom of Christ where no other 
white man had ever ventured. His 
knowledge of the scriptures was pro- 
found and to hear him preach was to 
gain new knowledge of the wisdom of 
God and larger views of His power and 
providence. Wherever he was known, 
in the highest circles of America or 
England, or on the banks of the Zam- 
besi, William Taylor was looked upon 
with reverential awe as a man ap- 
proved of God and bearing about with 
& power that was above that of almost 
any othtr man of his times. 

Feeble health has held him for a 
few years in retirement and now the 
summons which he lived in ever-readi- 
ness to welcome has come and been 
answered by his spirit. His heroism, 
while not that of battle and blood, or 
of shipwreck amd earthquake, was 
none the less splendid because it was 
that which calmly defied death in 
myriad forms and chances to make 
Christ known around the circuit of the 
world. ; 

He fought the good fight, he kept 
the faith and doubtless the souls of 
millions saved through his labors will 
be witnesses at his eternal cordna- 
tion,

tain, superintendent of the Fulton county 
public schools, delivered yesterday after- 
noon at the annual convention of the 
County School Commissioners’ Associa- 
tion, in session at Augusta, presented 
many strong points. He said in part: 

“In speaking upon the subject assigned 
me I shall confine myself mainly to the 
questicn as it relates to the rural schools. 
The reason for this is apparent 
to us all. Year by year the towns and 
cities of our state have gone on estab- 
lishing local systems until it seems fair to 
assume that even down to the villages 
these more populous communities, all 
over our state, will settle the question of 

long-term schools by bocal taxa- 
tion. So far as they are concerned it 
seems to be coming almost unanimously. 

“But even though the towns and cities 
do all seems to think alike# upon this 
question it is by no means the case in 
the rufal districts. In county after coun- 
ty attempt have been made to supple- 
ment the funds appropriated by the 
state, with a loca] tax sufficient to give 
long term school, only to meet failure in 
every instance. It ig true that four 
counties—Bibb, Chatham, Richmond and 
Giynn—have long term schools, but they 
were obtained by legislative enactment, 
the cities in the four counties are 
separating their interests, but join- 
ing with their rural orthren and 
through the influence of their strength 
and numbers this happy result was ob- 
tained. In every other instance within 
my knowledge the cities and towns have 
not been able to induce the rest of the 
counties in which they were located to 
put their schools upon the same planes 
of efficiency. 


Causes. 


“In seeking the causes for this very 
discouraging fact it is not just to assign 
as the sole reason the indifference of the 
people in the country. But the main tro¢- 
ble, I think, is with the law bearing up@n 
this matter. The first step required is to 
secure the recommendation of two suc- 
cessive grand juries. This difficulty over- 
come the next is to have a bill passed by 
the legislature authorizing tne election. 
The provisions of the law are that two- 
thirds of those registered must vote for 
the bills before it can pass. For instance, 
if 1,000 persons are registered for a schoo] 
election and 666 vote for the bill and not 
one single ballot is cast against it the 
dill is lost. Now those of you who have 
noticed eléctions must h®ve observed that 
in most instances it is difficult to get two- 
thirds of the. registered vote to the polls 
for any measure. This being true it is 
easily seen that the task of supplementing 
the state fund by local taxation is one 
that is practically impossible under the 
present law. 


Drains the Country. 


“Iscannot say with certainty about 
this latter, but I do know that among the 
causes that have operated to drain our 
country districts of their very best people 
the almost hopeless prospect of securing 
good long-term schools is easily first. 
Last September 1,000 families mayved into 
one of our large cities for this reason. We 
know there must have been unwillingness 
and even sorrow at the thought of leav- 
ing the old homes for the crowded apart- 
ments of the city, but the thinking people 
of the state are seeing with more and 
more distinctness that there its little 
chance for the uneducated child in’ the 
years to come—that his pathway to suc- 
cess is far more rough and difficult than 
the one pressed by the feet of his better 
trained competitor. Too parsimonious to 
tax themselves a penny for the training 
of their children, many men in the rural 
districts are disposer} to canp and com- 
plain at the wealthier and more progres- 
sive committees too blind to see that the 
very progress they so much envy is pro- 
moted and largely produced by the literal 
) spirit that is willing to go down into its 
pocket and empty the purse into the head 
of the child. For education does increase 
earning ability as the mnwre prosperous 
— of this union have long ago discov- 
ered. 


Gives Power. 


“What else it that renders the wage- 
earning power of the man in Massachn- 
setts just twice as great as the man in 
Georgia? Have you ever considered the 
fact that in those states of this union 
where thers {is the greatest ignorance 
there you will find the wage-earning 
value of the man the least? 

“The painter Millet for 50 cents bought 
some colors, with 50 cents more he 
bought some brushes and canvas and 
with these he painted a picture (the 
Angelus) that sold for $106,000. Raw 
material $1, brains $104,999: and so it 
goes. 

Excuses. 


“With the excuse that we are too 
oor to educate our children we have 
et them grow up in ignorance until the 
south is an object of pity for the Bneg- 
lish speaking world and must receive 
alms from northern philanthropists. 
“We are too poor not to educate our 
children. If you plead with the average 
farmer for a local tax you will be met 
with several excuses; one is that five or 
six months is long enough for the child 
to attend schOol during the year; yet if 
you consider that with the long vaca-

tion of seven months the child must for- 
get much of what was learned during 
his short stay at school, it is easily séen 
that much even of this short period at 
the beginni of the term must 
taken up by the teacher in rendering the 
child as well fitted for going on with 
his work as when the term closed. The 
city child receives mental training for 
nine or ten months, the ———7 child 
for four or five. Is it a matter for sur- 
rise then that the parent who has the 
nterest of his children at heart will 
move to the towns at almost any sacri- 
fice? Another excuse put forth is the 
negro question—the fear lest the money 
derived from taxdtion may be applied to 
their education. I sympathize with this 
feeling and have always wisifd that the 
taxed of the two races should be sepa- 
rated and that the receipts derived from 
negro property could be applied to negro 
education. But this fear that has 
been mentioned is groundless. The 
salaries and number of schools 
can easily be regulated so that 
justice could te done to both white and 
black. Even if this were impossible we 
should not allow the Anglo-Saxon chil- 
dren to remain in ignorance on account 
of the selfish fear that we might help 
educate the negro. The truth is, these 
people on whose brow God has Himself 
Set the seal of humility are already 
nyich interest for themselves in 
wn of educational interest that 
is breaking in the south. In some places 
they are even establishing kindergartens. 
The negroes are making rapid prog- 
elucation and this ought to fur- 
nish us the greater Incentive to see that 
our children have every possible chance. 
Do you know that the negro colleges 
about the city of Atlanta, through north- 
ern money, have more wealth and more 
endowment than all three of the leading 
white institutions of the state combined? 
Let our northern friends continue to 
pour in money for their education. To 
this we have not the slightest objection, 
however much we may deplore their 
taste—or lack of it—but this shoul in- 
cite us with greater zeal toward the 
uplifting of the Anglo-Saxon race, in the 
providence of God, the heir to this proud 


land. 
Remedy—(a) Legislature. 


“Let us organize our forces and work 
for the uplifting and advancement of our 
children. Since the laws under which we 
are compelled to work are hope¢lessly in- 
adequate for removing the curse of ig- 
norance let us have them changed gs» 
that the Empire State of the South may 
be lifted from the low rank educationally 
she has had for years in the sisterhood 
of the states on account of the illitenacy 
of so many of her people. She has made 
improvement—third from the bottom of 
list some vears ago—she now holds the 
fifth place, but with forty-five or more 
above her there is much work ahead, If 
the constitution of the state is ‘at fault 
and stands in the way. blocking educa- 
tional progress, surely the Jegislature wil] 
provide a remedy for the situation. I do 
not believe we can ever go much further 
In the way of direct state appropriation, 
nor does it seem to be the wisest pla... 
Let the law be changed so as to encou*. 
age by every possible means the coun- 
ties to meet the state half way. If the 
vote upon school extension cculd be fair- 
ly and squarely upon the question at ta- 
sue, without any such provision as re- 
quiring two-thirds of the registered 
voters, it would mean much for this 
cause. In his last annual message the 
governor made a recommendation that no 
county should recefve any part of the 
State appropriation until it should have 
raised at least 40 per cent of the amount 
to which under the present law it is en- 
titled. It seems to me that it would be 
better to modify the ironclad restrictions 
in the way of local taxation, make it less 
dificult for the counties tga secure this 
blessing and thus induce @rather than 
threaten fn order to gain the end desired. 
Rut it matters lHttle as to methods: the 
duty that faceg us is to provide at least 
nine months’ schooling every year for 
our children. 


Remedy—(b) the People. 


“Of course we must go back to the 
rower that creates the legislature. If we 
fail to realize the responsibility and to 
do all we can toward making the people 
see the necessity for increased school 
facilities we are not doing our duty. The 
great majority of our fellow-citizeng in 
the rura] districts would like to do as 
they did before the war and it {Is difficult 
to make them see that the busy worid 
has moved on—that the most prosperous 
States, towns, cities and in many in- 
stances, counties—look with a feeling of 
half pity and half contempt upon the 
community that is satisfied with an un- 
graded, unfurnished school for four or 
five months in every year. The southern 
educational board publish figures show- 
ing the progress of education in the 
United States during the last hundred 
years. In 1800 there was an average of 
eightystwo days for each person; in 1860 
430 days; in 1900 998 days. If we separate 
the eleven southern states from thair 
sisters their average for 1900 is 433 days. 
Thus-we see that in educational ad- 
vantages the south is just where the 
whole country was forty years ago. Our 
people are conservative, hard t6 movs 
ffom long accepted notions, but the duty 
devolves upon our educational leaders to 
arouse them to the true situation of their 
children as compared with those of other 
sections.”

Prevention Versus Cure. 


Editor Constitution: Pushing aside the in- 
cident which caused the beating of a police- 
man in Pittsburg and led to subsequent mur- 
ders, I wish to make a suggestion that may 
rrove of benefit hereafter. 

We have strict laws providing for the sale of 
liquors. The dealer must pay a heavy tax, 
give bond to keep an orderly house and at all 
times his premises are open to inspection from 
federal, state, county and municipal officials to 
see that no contraband or incendiary goods are 
offered for sale. Strick requirements go with 
license to sell guns, pistols and cartridges. 
Dealers in junk are kept closely under police 
surveillance to see that no stolen goods are 
bought, and the same applies to the pawn- 
brokers. 

Dealers in general merchandise, printing of- 
fices, paper warehouses and all other buildings 
carrying on business are subject to the search- 
light of an inspector of the fire department to 
see that no laws are violated and no incen- 
diary articles carried in stock. Hardware 
dealers, coal, ofl] and wood dispensers are put 
in the same category. 

Now to the point. When a person doing bus- 
iness within the limits of the city or county, 
under a license, comes under the ban of the 
law from having bought and received stolen 
goods, committed a felony or places himself 
under suspicion, as Richardson did in Pitts- 
burg, would it not be geod policy to enact 
such laws that would subject his premises to 
police inspection and by so doing suppress the 
arsenals and barricades before valuable lives 
are sacrificed in an attempt to arrest an out- 
law who is more dangerous than a mad dog 
and who is a menace to any community? 

It is not bravery to recklessly expose our- 
selves to certain death where no practical] re- 
sults are to be obtained. What we need is laws 
to prevent crime so that one crime will not 
be followed by others.

When the reports of Atlanta’s riot went forth 
Saturday morning it was freely predicted that 
speedy mob vengeance would be wreaked on the 
negroes in the capital city. ‘‘Ten niggers will 
have to die for every white man killed or 
wounded,”’ was in effect what was predicted; 
but lo and behold! Nothing of the sort hap- 
pened. Atlanta surged and roared with “ex- 
citement, and that was all. The officers of the 
law commanded peace, and the populace obey- 
ed. Atlanta was not New Onleans. A few 
hours after the smoke from Saturday mMorn- 
ing’s battle cleared away peace reigned stu.

in plenty, there was no lawless, blood-thirsty 
mob in her streets.

Bremer is said to have remarked, 
upon being informed of the effects of 
Richardson's deadly aim, that it was a 
shame more officers had not been killed. 

Bremer at the time was employed by 
the Southern Furniture Company. The 
remarks are alleged to have been made on 
Saturday afternoon. Bremer was at once 
arrested and secured his release by de- 
positing with the police $2 as a col- 
‘lateral bond. 

The case was called yestercay morn- 
ing before Recorder Broyles, but Bremer 
failed to answer to the charge against 
him. Instead of ordering the bond for- 
feited Recorder Broyles instructed the 
rolice to rearrest Bremer and bring him 
{nto court at the first opportunity. This 
wil} be done as soon ag his whereabouts 
are ascertained. , ‘ 

When the case was called a number of 
the fellow-employees of Bremer were in 
attendance to give téstimony against 
Bremer. The police are keeping a sharp 
lookout for the offender. 


SOLDIERS ARE WITHDRAWN. 


Camp at Pittsburg Broken Up Yes- 
terday Morning—No Fur- 
ther Trouble. 

The troops were removed yesterday 
morning from Pittsburg and al! that now 
remains to mark the scene of the bloody 
riot of Saturday morning is a pile of 

ashes and a few blackened chimnéys. 

The soldiers broke up camp and left 
the suburb yesterday morning at 10 
o’clock. There were fifty in number, in 
command of Captain Harry Anderson. 
The detail represented all of the com- 
panies of the Fifth regiment located in 
the city and alsoethe Atlanta artillery. 
The only Atlanta command not repre- 
sented was the Governor's Horse Guard. 

No disorder followed the removal of 
the soldiers and a day of quiet reigned 
in the suburb.

Since the 
riot false reports of disorder have been 
frequent and have gained circulation 
rapidly. 

The officials are confident that the trou- 
ble is at an end and that’no further dis- 
order will be manifested.

MISS BURNS’ LAWYER WEPT 


When the Coroner’s Jury Returned 
Verdict in the Brooks Case. 

New York, May 20.—The coroner's jury 
in the inquest on the death of Walter 
8. Brooks, who was shot at the Glen 
Island hotel February 14 last, today re- 
turned a verdict of death at the hands 
of person or persons unknown. 

There Wag an unusual scene in the 
court room when the verdict was read. 
Foster M. Backus, counsel for Florence 
Burns, broke down and wept, and was 
le@ from the room by his friends.

A VERY SEVERE LECTURE 


“Pink” Gentle Will Be Sent to W. E. 
Mumford’s Industrial Farm 
Near Macon, Ga. 


Because he gave little 10-year-old Lee 
Gentle whisky and tpade him drunk Mon- 
day night, a clerk in a big down-town 
store was yesterday afternoon fined $100.75 
by Recorder Nash Broyles. 

Judge Broyles accompanied the fine by 
a severe reprimand for the villainous act, 
and stated if the occasion arose again he 
would send him to the stockade for thirty 
days, without the privilege of paying a 
fine. 

The boy, known 4s “Pink’’ Gentle, had 
recovered from the drunk, and was in 
the court room. He identified the dry 
goods clerk as the man who had given 
him the whisky. 

A well-known attcrney appeared in the 
clerk’s behalf, and made a plea for 
leniency on the part of the recorder. 
He stated that the young man was a 
gentleman, and had committed the wrong 
while drinking. 

In rendering his decision, Judge Broyles 
said: 

“IT do not consider this a cose that calls 
for leniency. An offense of tnis character 
should be punished, and punished sévere- 
ly, and I do not regard it my duty to be 
lenient. The evfdence brought out here 
is astonishing. 

‘These little fellows who ‘roam about 
the streets are having an uphill climb, as 
it is, and we have hard enough work 
keeping them straight, without tempta- 
tion and evi] being -deliberately thrown 
into their path. The road to. ruin for 
them is too easy, any way. Then for a 
man—a man of intelligence—to give one 
of them whisky and make him drunk is 
simply awful.”’ 

Looking squarely into the face of the 
defendant, the recorder continued: 

‘You must be crazy to have done such 
a thing. I am tempted to send you to 
the chaingang for thirty days, and I 
will do so if you ever come before me 
again. As it is, I will fine you $10@.and 
costs,” 

The attorney requested the recorder to 
allow the defendant to go out and get 
the money, which was refused, the re- 
corder suggesting that he might escape. 
The well-dressed young man was sent 
into thé prisoner’s room, but, on consent 
of the recorder, was removed from there 
and alf@wed to remain in the office of 
Chief Ball, in custody of Call Officer §. 
T. Tibbs. Shortly afterwards the fine 
was paid and the young man released.

in the event they had, to specify the 
malady and explain the details. 

Dr. J. B. Baird was added to the com- 
mittee last evening and he explained that 
the question was one which he would 
like to consider more fully. He sug- 
gested that the report be recommitted 
and a warm discussion resulted. Dr. 
Davis, chNirman of the committee, said 
the matter had been fully considered 
and he thought the report should go to 
the board of education at the meeting 
Thursday. 

He stated that if the paper was re- 
committed he intended resigning (thd 
chairmanship of the committee. A mo- 
tion was made to recommit and it was 
carried unanimously and Dr. Davis said 
he would resign. 

The medical board of advisors is com- 
posed of about fifty of the leading phy- 
sicians of the city and the meeting last 
evening, which was held in the rooms 
of the board of education at the Boys’ 
High school, was well attended A num- 
ber of matters were considered and ap 
interesting report regarding the sanita- 
ry conditions in the schools will be made 
to the school board. 

Members of the medical board have 
visited all the public schools in the city 
and have made a thorough investigation 
of prevailing conditions. It is expected 
that a number of important recommenda- 
tions will be made to the board of edu- 
cation. 

Dr. L. P. Stephens, of the fifth ward, 
presided at the meeting last evening, 
and Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent 
of schools and L. M. Landrum, assist- 
ant superintendent, were also present. 

During the ,afternoon yesterday the 
committee on schools and teachers of 
the board of education held a meeting 
and considered a number of matters in 
connection with the schools.

lasting ten days. The passenger rate 
committee took the matter under advise- 
ment, and will render a decision to the 
committee. 

The agricultural society committee 
comprised President Dudley M. Hughes,ex- 
Governor W. J. Northen J. Pope Brown 
and T. G. Crawford, the latter being 
vice president of the Valdosta Fair As- 
sociation. Each of the gentiemen spoke 
of the necessity of the cooperation of the 
railroads of the state with the agricul- 
tural society in the granting of low rates, 
and urged that the committee’ on pas- 
enger rates weigh the matter § fully. 
President Hughes stated that without the 
cooperation and aid of the railr®ads the 
great fairs of the State Agricultural Se- 
ciety were numbered, and that it was 
to the interests of the railroads as well 
of the society to have a low rate granted. 

“The Georgia State Agricultural So- 
ciety,’’ said Mr. Hughes to a Constitu- 
tion representative yesterday, ‘is extend- 
ing every effort. to make the Valdosta 
fair a grand success, and the most nota- 
ble fair in the history of the organiza- 
tion. Valdosta is located in one of the 
best agricultural sections of fe state. 
and this fact alone will*tend toward as- 
suring the success of the fair. 

“One of the most important necessities 
for the success of the f&ir is the absolute 
requirement for reduced rates on the 
railroad’, and with this end in view the 
committee, composed of the ex-presidents 
of the society and myself, accompanied 
by Mr. Crawford, came to Atlanta with 
the intention of laying the matter before 
the passenger rate committee and urging 
upon them tle imperative necessity of 
granting a low rate. From the present 
outlook I think the chances are in our 
favor that the reduced rates will be 
granted us. We deem that there is a 
community of interests between the Geor- 
gia State Agricultural Society and the 
railroads, and that it is to the interest 
of both that these rates be granted for 
our fairs. If they are not, the annual 
fairs cannot be sustained. The future of 
the society now d@pends entirely upon 
the railroads. We are, therefore, forced 
to believe that the reduction will be 
granted as we have asked.’”’ 

President Hughes, who is also presi- 
dent of the Georgia Fruit Growers’ AS- 
sociation, states that the cuns2nseus ol 
opinion among the fruit growers of the 
state is that there will be a short fruit 
crop this year, and few are looking to 
anything like a large crop.

PLEADED HIS CASE 
BEFORE THE JURY 


Counsel Absent, Poss Represented Him- 
self in Divorce Case. 


WIFE HAD BROUGHT = SUIT 


She Alleged That He Had Treated 
Her Cruelly and Deserted Her, 
While He Declared She Re- 
fused To Leave Her 
Parents’ Home. 


Because his attorney did not happen 
to be in the court room, J. Poss, wno 
was. contesting his wife’s suit for di- 
vorce before Judge Lumpkin in the su- 
perior court, yesterday stepped into his 
counsel’s shoes, as it were, and pleaded 
his own case before the jury. 

Poss was represented by Attorney R. 
B. Blackburn, who was nominated at the 
last county primary as one of the repre- 
sentatives from Fulton county in the 
next general assembly. During the 
morning in the superior court there was 
a case on trial and all witnesses @nd 
lawyers interested in other cases were 
excused until 1 o’clock. Mr. Blackburn 
left the court house and went to-one of 
the justice courts, where he represented 
another client. This case occupied his 
attention for some hours and he was 
unable to get back to the gourt house 
in. time to appear on behalf of Mr. Poss. 

When the Poss case came up it pro- 
ceeded to trial, and Mr. Poss, nothing 
daunted by the absence of his attorney, 
represented himself. Mrs. Mary Poss, 
some months ago, instituted divorce pro- 
ceedings against her husband, claiming 
that he had treated her cruelly and had 
deserted her. They were married No- 
vemvber 26, 1899, and, so Mrs. Poss al- 
leged, her husband left her in Septem- 
ber, 1900. The wife was represented by 
Attorney J. F. Daniel. 

When served with a copy of his wife's 
plea, Mr. Poss engaged the services of 
Attorney Blackburn, and an answer was 
filed to the charges made by Mrs. Poss. 
The allegations of the wife were denied, 
and Mr. Poss declared that when ne of- 
fered to provide a home for her she de- 
clined to leave her parents’ home. He 
also asked for a divorce against the 
wife, whose alleged action, he claimed, 
was tantamount to cruel treatment in 
the eye of the law, as, he asserted, she 
had refused to live with him. 

The jury brought in a verdict granting 
a divorce as between the parties. This 
was a first verdict and the case will go 
before a jury again, as is usual in di- 
vorce cases. 


Big Concern Chartered. 

In the superior court yesterday Judge 
Lumpkin signed an order granting a 
charter to the Georgia Cotton Products’ 
Company, a concern which is to be cap- 
italized at $250,000, with the privilege of 
increasing the capital stock to $1,000,000 


so vote. Ten per cent of the capital 
stock is to be paid in before the company 
begins business. 

The incorporators are Walter S. Grif- 
fin, Hampden E. Tener, Jr.. and Aléxan- 
der KR. Nininger. The cOmpany is char- 
tered for a term of twenty vears and 
will have its main office in Atlanta. 
The concern is organized to gin and 
clean cotton seed and to press and bale 
lint cotton into bales, to manufacture 
and refine cotton seed oil and other oils 
and to manufacture products of cotton 
seed. It will manufacture soaps and 
saponaceous substances, fertilizers, cel- 
lulose, pulp paper, cotton goods, linen, 
silk and wool, 


Hunter Will Filed. 

The will of James Kent Hunter, who 
died suddenly last Saturday, was filed 
in the ordinary’s office yesterday.

Hunter left his entire estate to his 
widow, Mrs. Maggie O. Hunter, and she 
was named as executor. of the will.

In the name of God, amen, I, James K. 
Hunter, being of sound and disposing mind and 
memory, do make, ordain and publish this, my 
last will and testament. 

Item |.—I desire that my body be given de- 
cent Christian burial, consistent with my cir- 
cumstances of life. 

Item 2.—I hereby give and bequeath to my 
beloved wife, Maggie O. Hunter, all property, 
reai, personal or mixed, of which I may die 
possessed. . 

Item 3.—I hereby appoint as executrix of 
this, my last will and testament, my beloved 
wife, Maggie O. Hunter, who is neither to give 
bond nor to make any report whatever to the 
ordinary as to her acts and doings as execu- 
trix. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereto set my 
rand, this the 18th day of October, 1900.

The Southern railway and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville have taken the finai 
Step toward becoming joint owners of a 
controlling interest in the Monon sys- 
tem, known as the Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville

two systems met in New York and agreed 
to issue joint 4 per cent bonds to secure 
contro] of the Monon.

This year will exceed 
that of 1900 in the amount of spindles 
Placed in the mills of the south, which 
year has hitherto held the record. This 
year I can safely predict will witness th 
installation of over a million and a hal 
spindles in southern mills, ' 


“Will the present era of prosperity in\ 


the south affect that of the north? Not 
in the slightest. It is due entirely to the 
fact that there is an increased demand, 
especially from foreign’ countries, where 
everything is daily growing more encour- 
aging for American manufactured goods. 
It is the United tSates against the world, 
and our methods are winning out. The 
outlook in the Orient ts brightening be- 
yond the most sanguine expectations. A 
new class of goods of finer texture is be- 
ing introduced into China and the result 
at this early day is a harvest of orders 
that speaks flatteringly of the worth of 
our goods. 

“A pecullarity of the present impetus 
to the cotton mill business is the fact 
that the work is all going to the well 
established firms, and, in spite of the ad- 
verse conditions that have obtained of 
late in foreign countries, every cotton 
concern feels the, advance in business. 


The high price of cotton has had no real 
deleterious effects, though it has done 
some injury to many. 

“The prosperity in the south promises 
to be this year more genera! throughout 
the country than ever before. This is 
due to the fact that there is less specu- 
lation and less stretching of the market 
than hitherto and more actual money 
behind the business movements.” 


The extremes to which human morbid- 
ness will go are scarcely limitable. Dur- 
ing the riots at Pittsburg Saturday morn- 
ing this weakness of humanity was 
shown as forcibly as could it have been 
under even more appalling circum- 
stances. The moment the hut in which 
Richardson died had toppled over there 
was a rush for the place, and relic seek- 
ers probed about in the ashes and embers 
for hours after the remnants of the ne- 
gro’s body which the flames had spared 
were found and dragged out by the offi- 
cers. The Constitution office was visited 
by one of these relic hunters yesterday 
afternoon, who had in his possession a 
lot of stuff that could be of no use upon 
earth to any one save a confirmed relic 
hunter. The coliection consisted of a 
twisted and battered powder fiask, a 
small saw, several punches, some badly 
mutilated coppers and a raft of other 
stuff that could have no use or even any 
direct connection with the tragedy. The 
young man proudly stated that he had 
so far persisted in his search for “relics”’ 
that at one time he fainted from the 
heat. Upon recovering he again sought 
things that might have had some asso- 
ciation with the murderer. 


Richard Mansfield has introduced in 
‘(Monsieur Beaucaige’’ a feature that was 
not presented in Atlanta, and one that 
has an interesting story connected with 
it. The addition is a violin solo by Carl 
lL. Krusada, who was originally hired 
by Mansfield’s stage manager to handle 
baggage. The story of his rise to the 
position he now holds is told by The 


Kansas City Star as follows: 

“With all his eccentricities Richard Mans- 
fleld has another side that does not so often 
come into the public Nght. Not that his other 
side is not eccentric also, but i is more pleas- 
ingly eccentric than the side of his nature 
that conetrains to throw—but why recall these 
trifling things? Mansfield has a decidedly hu- 
man side, as Carl L. Krusada will eagerly tes- 
tify; and that is more to the point. 

‘‘At the opéning of the third act of his beau- 
tiful play, ‘Beaucaire,’ which Mansfield pre- 
sented in Kansas City Friday night, a ball 
room is strewn with the ‘flowers of fashion,’ 
robed in gorgeous splendor, and from its rear 
center comes the strain of violin music. The 
audience listens at first with interest, then 
with amazement, and at the end of the selec- 
tion it applauds quite vigorously. The frail 
looking young man has picked up his hat to 
go, but he is compelled to return and play 
again upon the instrument, Again the audi- 
énce @pplauds with even more fervor than at 
first; and the violinist must play egain. Now. 
ali this is not the original play of ‘Beaucaire.’ 
It occupies over eight minutes, and the play 
and the players, even Mansfield, waits for ft 
in calmness while the audience hears violin 
music that Is not commonly found tn plays. It 
all came about tn this faghion. 

‘Carl L. Krueada, a very young man, was 
er: Mted from the conservatory of music tn 
Venice’‘in the same class with the famous 
Kubelik. He played’ the violin well, as may 
be judged from the class of musicians he was 
associated with, and his ambition to play in 
every land was as young aa his experience; 
eo he joined an orchestra headed for the Unit- 
ed States. It was the story that is told of 
s0 many foreign musical organizations. It 
came, it played, but it did not conquer. Strand- 
ed in the great city of New York, penniless, 
with nothing but heartaches and a violin. for 
company, Krusada drifted among the theaters 
and was finally hired by Mansfield’s stage nian- 
Ager to assist in handling baggage. His dainty 
fingers were not so very apt at scene hustling 
and ‘smashing’ trunks, but he did well enough 
to get along. and his exceedingly small salary 
at least fed him. Graham could not discharge 
him, fer he played the violin eo sweetly, and 
many a night he sat playing eoulful things 
for the ‘boys’ as they watted to hustle the 
Mansfield trunks.
